Then Mr Wilson's fgure of speech, wherein the means 
of direct legislation and immediate dismissal of faithless officials 
become "a gun behind the door" to wafn off the public enemy, should 
become a reality. 

If we are to have a militia, let it be a militia such as the consti¬ 
tution contemplates—a militia to insure the people's liberties ratiier
